HEROES OF ALL WARS ARE HONORED 


BY THRONG IN OAKDALE CEMETERY 


Memorial Day Marks the Formal Adoption by Covina Post of Name 


of Valley's Most Distinguished Soldier—Three Towns Join in 
Tributes to Veterans of America's Past Wars—Significant Address 
of Patriotism by Covina Pastor-Chaplain. 


Pledging the American Legion to take 


up the flag and carry on through the 
coming years as in the past the Grand 
Army of the Eepublic has borne the 
standard and kept the memory of the 
heroes who hav<; laid down their lives 
to preserve the union, Chaplain Eichard 
Gentry of Upper San Gabriel Valley 
Post, No. 207, pastor of the Covina 
Christian church, gave expression to 
sentiments that thrilled the hearts of 
the throng in Oakdale cemetery on 
Memorial day, his address a part of a 
service that will remain through a 
generation as a milestone in the valley's 
patriotic history. 


It. was in every sense a community 


memorial, with the three cities of Co- 
vina, Azusa and Glendora participating 
within God's Acre, that beautiful plot 
these towns have set apart as forever 
the sacred resting place of the beloved 
ones asleep beneath the sod. 
Smiling 


skies that were tempered by the cool- 
ing fogs of early morning made the day 
one of grateful comfort, and the beau- 


though his plane was once riddled with 
bulkts; of his command of air units 
in Germany after the armistice; his 
attachment to the air service at Wash- 
ington after his return to the United 
States, and of his tragic death while 
observing bombing practice at Hampton 
Koads, when his plane collided with 
another bomber and both were drowned 
in the bay. The chaplain spoke with 
equal tenderness of the death of Lieii- 
tenant Frank J. Gard of Glendora while

through the fact the stars and stripes 
and the flag of the confederacy were 
inter-twined with garlands above the 
grave of one warrior, that of Comrade 
Beuben Meredith. 


Presiding over these services was a 


soldier in the garb of America's latest 
war, Commander 'Marvo Warren of 
Frank J. Gard'post, American Legion, 
and the chief feature of the day was 
that of the unveiling of a tablet to the 
memory of Captain Howard T. Douglas 
of Covina, who lost his life while flying 
over Chesapeake bay on June 22, 1921. 
It was an occasion when the Legion 
post of Covina formally discarded the 
name of Upper San Gabriel Valley 
Post, and assumed the title of Howard 
T. Douglas post, in honor of this gal- 
lant soldier whose early years and 
period of education were spent in this 
valley, where now his father, brother 
and friends still reside. It came with 
fitting grace that the name of this dis- 
tinguished soldier should be adopted 
by the Legion post of his town at a 
time when his brother, ex-Lieutenant 
Gordon C. Douglas, was commander of 
the post.

Killed in action at Gesne, France, Sep- 


tember 29, 1918. 


This was the great drive in which the 


American divisions participated, 'the 
greatest single battle of American par- 
ticipation in history, when the Germans 
were driven out of the Argonne forest. 
Lieutenant Gard went down while push- 
ing through the forest at the head of 
his platoon. 


The tablet in memory of Captain 


Douglas was designed and made by 
Frank C. Wamsley, formerly of Glen- 
dora, now of Glendale. 


BENEATH THE OAKS. 


Under the live-oak a platform was 


prepared, where services for all the 
dead were held. Prayer and invocation 
were offered by Eev. Crowell D. Eddy 
of Covina, and Eev. Jennings of Azusa, 
and selections were rendered by a .quar 
tette of young lady violinists, led by 
Miss Ollie Jones of Glendora. Selec- 
tions were sung by the Woman's Be- 
lief Corps, led on the cornet by Mrs 
Colin Traweek. The Gettysburg address 
was delivered by Master Joseph Diet 
rich of .Azusa. 
Mrs. Henry L. Mai- 


shall sang "Hail Columbia.' Eev.,How 
ard Clark of the Covina Methodist 
church read a poem written by E. J 
Waxley, and afterwards led in the 
singing of the Star Spangled Banner. 


Following the close of these exer- 


cises a squad from Eoss Field fired 
three salutes and taps was sounded on 
bugles. 


The address by Eev. Gentry was one 


of the most thrilling that has ever been 
heard in this valley. He spoke as fol- 
lows: 


MEMOEIAL ADDEESS 


Fellow citizens, we have gathered here 
to pay homage to our heroic dead. For 
a fourth time within a century the 
sounds of war have come and gone. 
Each time the nation's sons responded 
and the nation's women dried their 
tears with courage; the bravery of the 
battle was equalled by the heroism of 
the home. Each time the graves of 
soldier boys have multiplied in num- 
bers until now a great ariny who sealed

you and me the words of honor and de- 
votion. 


These are mystic moments for us; the 


iush of history is upon us. Any tribute 
we can give seems insignificant beside 
the nation's progress which their pour- 
3d-out blood has fed. Each individual 
life among us seems but a pigmy in the 
presence of these many noble dead. For 
us the battle yet unwon; for them the 
jlory of achievement; for them a per- 
fect day is ended; their taps is our 
revielle. They kept the faith; the strain 
.s over. I half envy them their bivouac 
of peace. 
'Soldier rest, thy warfare o'er, 


Dream of fighting fields no more. 
Sleep the sleep tEat knows not break- 


ing, 
Morn of toil or night of waking." 
But may I remind you that this his- 


;oric moment brings a message to the 
iving as well as honor to the dead. 
Some indeed need no reminder. These 


eterans of the Old Grand Army, griz- 


zled and gray, some with empty sleeves 
and scars of battle, the divine fire of 
patriotic sacrifice' in still undimmed 
within their feeble frames. Let us re- 
member that this moment owes its ni- 
ception to National Commander John 
A. Logan and the members of the G. 
A. B. These old soldiers also bring us 
memories of Lincoln, the greatest heart- 
id leader that any country ever knew. 
Uven today on che banks of the Po- 
omae our own president ia unveiling 


L noble statue of this mighty ehieftan 
and claims it to be the outstanding 
ivent of his public career. 
Amongst 


;hese aged warriors here before me 
;here is one who was a member of his 
oody-guard, another in a famous regi- 
ment passed in review before him, while 
still another knew him intimately in 
youth. 


Let us be thankfu^ that some old 


soldiers s"till linger with us. From them 
we catch the fullness of the meaning of 
"Old Glory." From them we learn 
what it means to be willing to die for 
the land where one lives. Yet a little 
while are these heroes with us. Ours 
to pay them homage, ours to catch their 
courage. But yesterday came these war- 
riors from fields all torn and bloody. 
Let us imbibe the majesty of their 
place '.:•; 'human history—for the Grand 
Army foes. 


And now that a world catastrophe has 


welded us until a "North" or "South" 
can live no more, I cannot forbear a 
word in memory of the Southern soldier. 
I see him all lean and sunburned, train- 
ed by many months of battle, coming 
on and on at Gettysburg, facing wrong 
in history but facing right in warfare 
—no fighting man in all the list of hu 
man annals ever had a worthier foe. 


But it is to the men in khaki that I 


chiefly bring my thoughts today. For 
soon, as I have said, the,"boys in blue" 
will be a memory. They will have march- 
ed into eternity in friendly fellowship 
with boys of gray. And fathers will 
lift high the hearts of little children as 
they tell them how once they heard the 
fife and drum on Decoration day. Men 
of newer battles, the dignity of the 
"Old Soldier" has descended upon us 
It shall be ours to bear the torch he 
carried. When he becomes a memory 
we shall become a symbol. Our uni- 
forms shall take a deeper meaning, our 
wounds become stigmata. The children 
will be taught to think of us as those 
who lived vicariously. Like the greal 
stone face of Hawthorne, we too, i1 
living rightly, may be an inspiration to 
our age. No member of the Legion can 
from this time live for himself alone 
He must "watch his step," for he is 
still a soldier, a soldier in one greater 
cause. He is to be within the limeligh! 
of the future, "for a city that is sei 
upon a hill cannot be hid." Humanity 
is watching, the world is waiting, to see 
what the American Legion will do 
Young men, comrades, accept this des 
tiny in the same spirit in which you 
left for France. The giant organization 
of which you are a member, still strug 
gling in the throes of youth, can serve 
its niche within the hall of history, bu- 
the scalpel must be held by you. 


For all these years the flag has flown 


with honor in battle and in peace. I: 
in great crises it has stood for liberty 
it has also stood for justice. It calls ui 
not alone to patriotic effort, but to high 
regard for decency and a true respee 
for law. The forces of rebellion are 
found within today, and not without 
The lawbreaker lives, and lingers, too 
long within our modern era. The voice 
of the demagogue and reactionary is 
heard in the land. Good citizens are 
needed, men who sanely seek for pro 
gross, but do not discount the great in 
heritanee of the past. It is for you, ol 
younger veterans, to seek this pearl o: 
price beyond all measure; in persona 
life impeccable, in social significance 
most honorable, in organized activity a 
force for truth, democracy and justice

This is the worst year for aphis in a 


long time in Southern California. Aphis 
or plant lico of all kinds and sizes are 
making it unpleasant for all sorts of 
{Hants. Roses are worst infested; citrus 
fruits perhaps are next. Melons and 
many other crops will soon be -taking 
their share of the damage. The ranch- 
ers, on the other hand, are taking their 
poisoning outfits in hand and making it 
unpleasant for the plant lice. 


Of all the different species of aphis, 


the rose -aphis is one of the most diffi- 
cult to kill. It is large and takes a 
large dose of poison. It is active and 
easily gets to and from a poisoned area. 
Yet even this villain readily succumbs 
to appropriate treatment. The best poi- 
son for aphis is nicotine. It can be 
sprayed in a weak solution, one-sixth of

1 per cent of commercial nicotine in 
water. A stronger solution would be 
expensive, as only a very small propor- 
tion of the sprayed material ever actu- 
ally touches the insects, and many gal- 
lons are necessary to cover a sizeable 
rose garden. , 


A good way to apply ni'cotine is in a 


dust carrier. It can thus be driven in a 
fine cloud through all parts of a plant. 
The dust'cloud floats gently and settles 
searchingly in all corners and crevices. 
Folks who fight insects have only re- 
cently become, cognizant of this charis- 
tie of dusts, though housewives who 
live along dusty roads were conscious 
of it long ago. 


A good nicotine-sulphur dust, contain- 


ing not less than 2% per cent of free 
nicotine, is excellent. Do not be satis- 
fied with any old dust. Examine the 
dust, smell it, and make the dealer tell 
you it is the bttet one he knows about. 


The citrus aphis is making itself felt 


throughout the orange district of South- 
ern California, but is probably most ad- 
vanced in Orange county. This pest, if 
it'is not checked, will rob the'trees of 
new leaves very soon and leave the 
young oranges to starve. Nicotine-sul- 
phur dust is successfully used to fight 
this pest, but a weaker dust than that 
used for roses is sufficient. A dust con- 
taining not leas than 1 7-10 per cent of 
nicotine should be used, however.

INACCURATE THERMOMETERS USED 


BY CALIFORNIA FRUIT GROWERS 


(By Dr. Ford A. Carpenter.) 


(Editor:—This address was deliver- 


ed before the Frost Prevention Conven- 
tion, held in Covina, April 29. Each 
week one or more of the addresses of the 
convention will pe printed in the Argus. 
Dr. Fred A. Carpenter, 
consulting 


meteorologist, was for years in charge 
of the work of the United States Wea- J 
ther Bureau on the Pacific coast.) 


The subject assigned to me this morn- 


ing is a very interesting one—the ques- 
tion of the thermometer. 


Are your temperature readings accur- 


ate? This is one of the questions being 
asked with increasing frequency in Cal- 
ifornia. It may be answered in the af- 
firmative if the thermometer has been 
properly made and tested, if it has been 
properly located, if it has been correctly 
read, and if the readings have been 
promptly recorded. 


It is my purpose in this address to 


present some of the difficulties encoun- 
tered in the manufacture of thermom- 
eters; to describe some of the methods 
used in their calibration; to show how 
they may be placed in localities giving 
the best results; to explain how per- 
sonal errors may be avoided; suggest 
the making of satisfactory records; 
enumerate the results of a year's tests 
of various types of thermometers and 
summarize the relative accuracy of the 
different types in use by orchardists 
and others. 


THERMOMETER TESTINGS. 


It is an unsolved problem whether 


credulity or incredulity is responsible 
for the greater amount of error. 
In 


the matter of thermometers ordinarily 
in use there appears to be no doubt at 
all about the solution: it may be sale 
without hesitation that it is the for 
mer, for not one person in a hundred 
but what believes that the thermom 
ter is reliable. This is not only true 
of the processes of taking tempera 
ture readings in the citrus orchards o: 
California or elsewhere, but the same 
criticism holds good in the use of elin 
ical thermometers and thermometers 
when applied in the arts and in the 
industries. 
Human nature is apt t 


accept a printed statement or an en 
graved or stamped scale as being cor 
rect without 
personal 
investigation 


And is it not natural? We never think 
of cheeking up the accuracy of a foo 
rule or yardstick; it is accepted a 
being dependable. 
If the making o 


thermometers were as simple a matte 
as dividing off the tenths and sixteenth 
of an inch on a wooden or metal strij 
most of the difficulties in the use of a 
thermometer would be solved. 


When the practical research depart 


ment 
dealing with meteorology ap 


plied to agriculture and aeronautic 
was created in the Los Angeles cham 
ber of commerce, one of the object 
set forth was the standardization o 
certain instruments used in industrj 
A few tests were convincing proof tha 
one of the most important fields for 
investigation was the examination and 
certification of thermometers used by 
the citrus growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia, so in November, 1920, a testing 
bureau was established. 


The result of a year's tests of ther- 


mometers brought to the testing depart- 
ment by over 100 fruit growers gave 
interesting ligures. It was found that 
43 per cent of the thermometers read 
too high, 45 per cent too low, 0 per 
cent were structurally out of order, and 
only (5 per cent were accurate. The 210 
thermometers that were submitted for 
test by the orchardists during the year 
were not the ordinary kind, but instru- 
ments bearing names of well known 
makers and cost their owners on an 
average $5.00 each. 
One fruit grower 


reported, "Ninety per cent of ihe ther- 
mometers we were using were incor- 
rect, and alter having same tested and 
murk til we were abto to uavu several 
thousand dollars. I believe that citrus 
growers of California have wasted thou- 


of gallons ut oil in smudging for 


frost protection by having incorrect 
thermometers.'' 


There are three general types of 


thermometers in. use in the orchards 
for frost protection: The U-tube (Sixe 
pattern), the ordinary stem thermom- 


ter, and the horizontal or minimum 
iermometer. The first named

a little better, only 2 per cent being 
eliable.

mental meteorological services of this 
and other countries have adopted a

PUT ANTIQUARIANS IN FLURRY 


Historic Old English Building, Long 


Hidden Under "Improvement*," 


Recently Brought to Light. 


Lost for centuries, a building of his- 


toric and civic Importance was dis- 
covered at Hereford, England, owing 
to the collapse of a modern chimney 
in the Booth Hall hotel during repairs. 
The building Is an ancient, timber- 
built structure known as the Booth 
Ball. According to local antiquarians 
a license was granted In 1384 for the 
purchase of the site for a municipal 
building, and it was afterward used as 
a house of detention for freemen and 
bankrupts. 
When the chimney col- 


lapsed parts of the roof and the cell- 
Ings of upper bedrooms were brought 
down, and some fine oak beams and 
rafters were exposed. Closer exami- 
nation showed the portions of carved 
and molded work. A member of the 
Hereford Woolhope club, a local soci- 
ety whose chief Interest Is the preser- 
vation of ancient work of the county, 
persuaded the owners to restore the 
building, and after the partitions and 
ceilings of the old attic bedrooms had 
been removed three handsome ham- 
mer-beam principals and two tie-beam 
principals were discovered, the ham- 
mer-beams having carded brackets, 
with figureheads, and 
the 
tie-beam 


principals with paneled king posts 
contained beautiful 
tracery panels. 


Cusped wind-braces between the prin- 
cipals decorate and strengthen 
the 


structure.

fornia is the TT-tube model designed 
lalf a century or more ago by Sixe of 
London. 
Where errors of 3 to 6 de- 


grees are inconsequential, this ther- 
mometer may serve, but for use in sit- 
uations where half a degree may de 
termine the danger point such instru 
inents invariably invite disaster. 


The exposure of a thermometer is 


most important, second only to th 
original accuracy 
of 
the instrument 


As the object sought is the tempera 
ture of the air, the thermometer shoul 
be exposed to air currents (not tha 
wind effects temperature per se, for i 
cannot if the bulb of the thermomete 
be kept free from dust) and yet shade 
from the sun's rays. 
Wherever possi 


ble thermometers for orchards shoul 
be given the standard weatheri-burca 
exposure, i. e., in a suitably made in 
strument shelter screened 
from 
th 


sun, double roofed and open only t 
the north. 
The necessity for protect 


ing thermometers from the sun in 01 
der to obtain the true temperature o 
the air was shown during a South Pol 
expedition'. 
Commenting on this, D 


Griffiths Taylor, the Australian meter 
ologist, states: "If we expose the ther 
mometer to the sun we do not obtain 
the air temperature 
by 
any 
means. 


For instance, 154 degrees Fahrenheit 
is undoubtedly hot, yet this was re- 
corded in Antarctic! in 1902. But the 
true free air temperature at this local- 
ity was 24 degrees, or eight degrees 
below freezing." In other words, the 
difference between the reading of the 
thermometer in the sun and in the 
shade was 130 degrees. 


The size of the shelter for the ther- 


mometer is immaterial, provided it is 
not too large. 
It is important, how- 


ever, that the shelter be made of thin 
wood and painted white. 
The ther- 


momttiir should be located, if in an 
orchard, in that portion (jiving aver- 
age condition, not too close to a tree, 
free from the influences of a dwelling, 
and also distant from the relatively 
warm air emanating from an irriga- 
tion standpipe or ditch. 
These are 


some of the ideal conditions under 
which 
dependable 
temperature's may 


be secured. 


The personal equation .in 
reading 


thermometers 
cannot bo overlooked. 


Observers should cultivate the habit, 
of reading to tenths of degrees. 
This 


i.s not difficult for it is only a matter 
of training the eye to estimate. Mil- 
ham summarized what he aptly terms 
"temperature blunders" 
tie 
follows: 


"There are four avoidable blunders: A 
good thermometer must be used in de- 
termining 
the temperature. It is a 


waste of time to attempt to make ac- 
curate determinations jf 
the tempera-

The Bitter End. 


The expression "bitter end," as when 


one says, "I will follow it to the bit- 
ter end," is a nautical term, borrowed 
from a ship's cable. If you have ever 
been on a big ship you must have no- 
ticed two big pieces of wood sticking 
up out of the deck forward, alongside 
each other. They sometimes have a 
windlass between them, and they are 
used to secure the cable that goes to 
the anchor. These pieces of wood are 
called the bltts. When the ship comes 
to anchor and the cable Is paid out, 
all that part of It which Is abaft or 
behind the bltts Is called the bitter 
end of the cable. In a storm or In 
poor holding ground for anchors the 
more cable that Is paid out the better 
the anchor will hold, and when the 
captain Is at all doubtful, he pays 
out his cable to the bitter end sooner 
than risk any harm to his ship.

How the "Bonus" Wrecked Canada 


Those who think that paying the men of the world's 


war a bonus would financially wreck the, country had bet- 
ter briefly review what has occurred in Canada. 


In 1919 Canada paid adjusted compensation to her sol- 


diers. The married veteran who served three years re- 
ceived six hundred dollars in cash, besides the privilege 
of cheap insurance and a loan up to seven thousand dollars' 
on land-compensation much more generous than would be 
accorded by this country under the provisions of the 
Legion's bill now pending in congress—compensation es- 
pecially liberal in view of the proportion of ex-service men 
in Canada to those in the United States. _ 


Here is how it wrecked Canada: 
Between the first of 1919, the compensation-paying year, 


and the middle of 1920, the mean price of one typical 
Canadian rail, four public utility and twenty industrial 
stocks advanced from 85 to 110. 


In the same period, a plotted chart prepared by an 


American statistician of high repute shows, the trend of' 
general business? in Canada went from 120 to 140.

In 1919 in both the United States and Canada the price 


level of all commodities was 118 per cent above the 1913 
level. It rose in both countries in the following twelve 
months, but whereas, in the United States in 1920 prices 
were 162 per cent higher than in 1913, in Canada they 
were only 157 per cent higher. 
Canada enabled 27,000 


service men to get farms which in 1920 produced crops 
worth $13,935,178 and this may have something to do with 
the difference in Canada's favor in the comparative cost 
of commodities. 


In the year that Canada paid compensation, Canadian 


exchange depreciated in the United States just fifty per 
cent less than that of the other countries engaged in the 
war. Today the /Canadian dollar is within two and one- 
half cents of par, far ahead" of the currency of other coun- 
tries. 


Today, we are told by market letters of various financial 


concerns, Canadian business is prospering. Canadian 
stocks and bonds are selling in the United States by the 
millions,, recommended as safe, conservative investments. 
The Province of Ontario recently marketed bonds in this 
country, for example, with an interest rate of a fraction 
,over five per cent, the same return that the best securities 
in the country-pay today. 


Yes, the "bonus" will ruin this country. It ruined Can- 


ada. 
Only somehow they don't seem to realize it. 
Per- 


haps someone ought to tell them. 


They'll Do It Yet! 


No public work in the history of Covina has given this 


community more widespread publicity than the recent 
frost prevention convention held here on April 29. In ad- 
dition to pages which it has received in the great metropol- 
itan papers of Los Angeles, the agricultural and horticul- 
tural journals of the Pacific coast, it has also received wide 
publicity in the magazines and newspapers of the eastern 
states. The value of the movement is being recognized 
by the apple growers of Oregon, the peach men of the 
middle-west, and the citrus growers of Florida. 


The agricultural editor of the Los Angeles Times, in the 


editorial column of the farm and tractor section, on last 
Sunday writes: 


"The recent frost prevention day at Covina may yet 


prove to have been an epochal event in the history of the 
citrus industry, notwithstanding the disposition of some of 
the more coldly practical growers to cling to old methods 
and to laugh at what they consider the fantastic schemes 
of some of the inventors and near inventors who exhibited 
or described their frost-fighting contrivances at the meet- 
ing. Somebody has had a good laugh at about every me- 
chanical contraption ever conceived by inventive genius, 
but in one way or another the inventors have managed to 
solve one great problem after another as the need has 
arisen, especially in this last wonderful century. A loud 
and raucous laugh went up when the first steam-propelled 
train of screachingly funny little coaches started on its 
slow and uncertain way along its ridiculous rails, but the 
inventor had the last chuckle out of it. It may prove to be 
the same in the field of scientific frost prevention. 


"The smudge pot is a general all-around nuisance, even 


though it be, as the head of the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange said at the Covina meeting, 'the only thing we 
have, and which we know we have.' 
One of the biggest 


demands of the day in the fruit industry is a practical and 
not-too-expensive substitute for that same clumsy, dirty 
smudge pot. Who can say that'out of that demand may 
not come an invention or a workable adaptation of some 
form of existing equipment that will satisfactorily solve 
the problem? Beating nature simply and effectually on 
so big a scale as is involved in the making, changing or 
rendering harmless of temperatures over a considerable 
area seems a task rather too great for man's genius, but so 
have a lot of other inventive undertakings long since hap- 
pily solved. 
/ 


"The meeting at Covina was notable in that it gave due 


recognition to the serious efforts of inventive minds to 
fathom the mystery of temperative and air control. That 
such encouragement is in itself an incentive to greater and 
more extended effort along this line is indicated by the fact 
that plans for practical tests of some of the various plans 
for practical tests of some of the various plans already 
evolved have been made since the meeting. Give the in- 
ventors a chance! In this day of inventions we should 
be skeptical of nothing until it has been proven preposter- 
ous, and even then we should be prepared to see the same 
impossible thing worked put in some other way never be- 
fore dreamed of. If the schemes evolved and yet to be 
involved for beating Jack Frost all fail to work—well, 
there is still the smudge pot!
